which  smells  like  a  back  yard  fulk  of  cats 
—even  the  habitation  of  the  lion  and  the 
tiger  and  the  leopard. 

In  all  of  these  places  he  finds  muchJto 
think  about,  ana  more  to  reflect  upbn. 
There  is  always  a  crowd  around  the  mon¬ 
keys — one  can  hardly  tell  for  what  reason. 
The  nasty  little  beasts  are  such  parodies 
on  the  ordinary  run  of  humanity,  and 
such  own  cousins  and  sisters  and  relations 
to  the  gaping  rabble  who  dote  upon 
them,  that,  really  now,  it  must  be  for 
this  cause  that  they  are  attractive.  There 
is,  notwithstanding,  a  fascination  about 
a  monkey,  particularly  to  a  nurse-maid 
fresh  from  Ireland,  with  a  Swiss  cap  on 
her  head.  And  the  yokelB  who  lounge  in 
the  corners,  and  who  seem  to  be  especially 
charmed  with  the  insect-hunting  per¬ 
formances  of  the  apes  and  baboons— 
they,  too,  will  endure  for  hours  that  un¬ 
savory  air,  and  take  great  consolation 
out  of  it. 

But  when  you  get  into  the  open  spaces 
and  see  the  ignominious  eagles  and  the  de¬ 
moralized  buffalo,  you  begin  to  perceive 
what  caging  does  for  the  creatures.  Yon¬ 
der  white  wretch  of  a  polar  bear  stands 
and  wags  his  palsy-stricken  head  un¬ 
ceasingly.  His  paw  keeps  scratching  and 
scratching,  until  it  has  worn  long  claw- 
marks  Into  the  floor  of  the  den.  And 
the  Dreamer  found  his  own  head  shaking 
and  his  own  hand  moving  back  and 
forth — and  through  his  dreams  often 
comes,  succeeding  each  new'  visitation, 
that  poor,  unhappy  captive  in  his  con¬ 
tracted  coop. 

And  there  is  the  condor— how  he  flies 
up  at  his  own  shadow,  and  misses  it !  This 
he  does  three  times.  Then  he  turns 
about  and  flaps  up  to  his  perch.  From 
this  presently  he  tumbles  off,  flies  three 
times  at  his  shadow,  and  flaps  up  upon 
his  perch,  only  to  tumble  off  again. 

What  a  monotonous,  wearisome  same¬ 
ness  comes  out  of  it  all !  The  ostriches 
step  high,  and  go  about  making  one 
think  of  an  abnormally  developed  tur¬ 
key,  with  too  much  neck  and  leg,  and 
very  little  body.  The  Dreamer  has 
evolved  an  axiom  for  himself  out  of  them 
and  the  sea-lions  and  all  the  other  beasts 
— namely,  this,  that  the  brute  nature 
goes  into  a  groove  pretty  soon  ;  and  you 
are  sure  to  be  able  to  catch  them  doing 
the  same  thing  over  and  over  indefinitely. 

Did  you  ever  see  hyenas  that  did  not 
twine  and  intertwine  in  some  sort  of  a 
ghoulish  graveyard  prowl  in  their  cage  ? 
Did  you  ever  see  a  wolf  that  was  not 
roaming  back  and  forth,  back  and  forth  ? 
Did  you  ever  see  a  leopard  which  did  not 
divide  his  time  between  staring  at  you 
with  his  head  on  his  paws,  ana  pacing 
softly  up  and  down,  up  and  down  ?  It 
becomes  like  an  insane  asylum  after 
a  while— these  wild  things  fretting  out 
their  miserable  lives. 

But,  then,  there  was  that  old  rhinoceros 
in  the  Philadelphia  zoological  gardens. 
His  hide  was  all  patched  on  to  him,  as  if 
he  was  made  up  of  a  couple  of  dozen  sole- 
leather  trunks,  and  he  himself  had  been 
sent  by  freight  a  good  many  times.  He, 
now,  was  perfectly  contented.  But  one 
could  not  rail  to  notice  that  in  the  corner 
of  his  cage  was  a  big  column  of  wood, 
behind  which  the  keeper  of  this  placid 


curiosity  could  dodge  if  it  was  needful. 
So  he  did  occasionally  get  out  of  temper 
—much  as  the  walrus  did  in  the  pond 
near  by. 

Keepers,  they  say,  grow  fond  of  their 
beasts,  and  the  beasts  grow  fond  of  them. 
Elephants  are  notable  for  likes  and 
dislikes,  and  certain  of  the  felida  are 
interesting  studies  in  treachery  and  cun¬ 
ning.  But  who  can  find  any  value  in  a 
bear — or  in  an  opossum  or  a  polecat  ? 

Once  the  Dreamer  saw  two  bears  in  a 
cage — a  big,  fat,  burly  bear,  and  a  little, 

Suny,  weak,  insignificant  bear.  And 
ie  rough,  hearty  bear  had  found  a  sore 
spot  on  his  poor,  sickly  brother’s  neck, 
and  he  chased  him  about  the  cage, 
caught  him,  and  rubbed  the  sore  spot 
with  his  coarse,  gritty  paw,  while  the 
smaller  bear  howled  and  moaned.  Then 
he  let  him  loose,  only  to  catch  him  again. 
To  the  Dreamer  it  was  the  way  or  the 
world— the  way  that  the  hard,  unfeeling 
natures  rasp  the  raw  places  of  the  feebler 
and  more  refined. 

And  the  whole  array  is  inexpressibly 
pitiful,  especially  when  June  skies  are 
bright  before  us,  and  May  skies  are  melting 
into  the  blue  behind  us.  For  then  it 
seems  so  cruel  to  keep  these  curiosities  in 
cages,  and  to  force  them  consequently 
into  unwholesome  habits.  Monkeys  die 
of  consumption — and  why  shouldn’t 
they  1  And  why  camels  don’t  perish  of 
torpid  liver,  and  ostriches  contract  rheu¬ 
matism,  is  beyond  guessing. 

In  the  auld  lang  syne  the  Dreamer 
went  through  the  side-shows  one  summer 
day.  He  found  the  fat  woman— it  was 
not  at  exhibition  time — bitterly  com¬ 
plaining  that  she  was  too  hot,  and  her 
clothes  were  too  tight.  The  Albinos 
were  indignant  at  the  Circassian  beauty, 
whom  they  affirmed  to  be  decidedly  out 
of  society.

of  the  Congregational  Chbrch  at  Natick 
Mass.,  on  the  3d  of  May.

Grape.  The  beat  age  t  >  transplant  them 
is  at  two  years  from  he  cutting.  The 
propagation  is  very  i  imple,  eight-inch 
cuttings  of  the  currt  nt  year's  growth 
being  used.  These  ar  set  in  a  sloping 
direction  with  two  itches  projecting 
above  the  sorf&ee,  the  dirt  being  firmly 
trodden  against  the  liwer  end.  If  the 
setting  is  delayed  uut  1  Spring,  the  cut¬ 
tings  make  a  very  f«  eble  growth,  and 
many  fail  altogether.  They  should  be 
transplanted  at  two  fears'  growth  in 
rows,  the  plants  being  et  four  feet  apart. 
Currants  will  grow  in  i  ,ny  soil,  but  only 
poorly  in  poor  soil,  w  lile  no  soil  is  too 
rich  for  them.  In  lig  it  soils  it  is  profi¬ 
table  to  mulch  the  bus  :ies  with  straw  or 
other  light  litter ;  it  k«  eps  the  roots  cool, 
which  suits  them,  and  it  alsq  keeps  the 
rain  from  splashing  th  j  fruit  with  dirt 
The  currant  worm  is  g  merallv  destroyed 
by  the  use  of  poweied  hellebore  root 
(called  Indian  Poke-  Yeratrum  rriride). 
This  is  poisonous  in  c  onsiderable  doses 
to  human  beings,  but  the  very  slighest 
quantity  is  death  to  t  ie  currant  worm. 
If  a  genuine  article  is  c  btained,  two  large 
spoonfuls  of  the'powde  mixed  thoroughly 
in  a  pailful  of  water,  and  sprinkled  over 
the  bushes  antil  every  leaf  is  wet,  will  be 
sufficient. The  time  to  lo  this  is  when  the 
bushes  are  in  blossom.  Too  many  people 
neglect  it  until  they  se  e  the  worms,  but 
as  at  that  time  their  work  of  destruction 
is  nearly  completed,  tl  e  remedy  does  lit¬ 
tle  good.  At  blossomi  lg  time  the  worms 
will  be  found  cluster  id  together  upon 
leaves;  near  the  grouni  .  The  eggs  before 
hatching  look  like  little  snippings  of 
white  thread  arrang€d  along  the  main 
ribs  of  the  leaf.  W  len  hatched,  the 
worms  are  very  srnai  I,  and  remain  for 
some  time  upon  a  sin  jle  leaf.  As  soon 
as  they  scatter  they  b  gin  to  grow  rapid¬ 
ly,  and  in  a  viery  fe\  hours  will  leave 
only  bare  sterna  Wh  m  the  hellebore  is 
promptly  applied  at  blossoming  time 
(taking  a  bright  day  for  the  purpose,  so 
that  the  leaves  will  dry  quickly),  the 
worms  are  destroyed  before  they  have 
done  any  perceptibly  harm.  There  is 
usually  a  seeoqd  broofl  of  them  in  July, 
and  sometimes  a  third  in  August,  which 
must  be  watched  forahd  destroyed  by  re¬ 
peating  the  dose.  There  is  a  native  cur¬ 
rant  worm  that  ofteii  does  some  dam¬ 
age.  This  can  be  distinguished  by  its  be¬ 
ing  a  span  or  measuring  worm,  with  legs 
only  at  each  end,  aid  progressing  by 
looping  along,  while  the  more  destruct¬ 
ive  kind  is  a  true  catierpillar,  with  legs 
the  whole  length.  D<  nrt  let  the  weeds 
and  grass  ahofce  the  b  ishes  if  you  want 
good  currants  and  a  good  crop. — N.  Y. 
Evangelist,
